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THIS celebrated coloratura soprano was bom in Florence* Italy. 
At an early age she studied piano and later voice culture, under 
Maestro Cecherini. When but ei^^teen she made her debut 
in her home city as Inez in **L*^Fricane/* Her success was 
instantaneous. She sang Gounod's **Mireille** at Rome, Italy, 
with the same marked approval. Looking for new worlds to conquer, 
Madame Tetrazzini went to Buenos Ayres, South America, where she 
sang return engagements for four years. At Rio Janiero she sang **Tra- 
viata** with such great success, that she became a permanent star in 
coloratura rolls. After a triumphant season at Lisbon she captured St 
Petersburg where she had return engagements for seven years creating the 
soprano parts in several Russian operas. On account of the great success^ 
of these operas, a monument has been erected in commemoration of the 
event, in the Public Square In front of the St. Petersburg Conservatory. 
Among the notable names engraved on it, that of Tetrazzini is most con- 
spicuous. After this she visited Berlin, Prague, Spain, Italy and Austria. 

In 1 903-4 Madame Tetrazzini went to Mexico where she created a 
furor and was re-engaged for the season 1904-5. In 1904 Mr. Wm. H. 
Leahy, manager of the Tivoli, San Francisco, visited Mexico, and hearing 
her sing was so charmed with her wonderful art that he tried to engage 
her for America. As he could not get her without the entire company 
numbering 125 people, he engaged it intact, and brought them to San 
Francisco where on January 9th, 1 905 at the Tivoli Opera House, Madame 
Tetrazzini made her debut before the American public as Gilda in **Rigo- 
letto** and created the wonderful impression that has ttdeared her so 
much to the public This engagement lasted for six weeks ; was re-engaged 
and returned to San Francisco, in September, 1905, and sang for ten 
weeks. She was to have returned for die season 1906, but the great fire 
made this impossible. She returned to Buenos Ayres instead and then 
back to Italy. She was engaged for a special season of opera at Covent 
Garden, where in November 1907, she electrified the London public with 
her wonderful rendition of Violetta in **La Traviata,*' and for six years 
returned each time repeating her triumph. Oscar Hammerstein engaiged 
her to sing at the then new Manhattan Opera House which opened in 
January 1908, bemg re-engaged 1909-10. On December 24th. 1910, 
(Christmas Eve) she sang to 150,000 people, at the Lotto Fountain in 
San 'Francisco. In 1912-13 Ae sang with the Boston Opera Company; 
Metropolitan Opera Company, N. Y.; and Chicago Grand Opera Com- 
pany, Philadelphia and Chicago*
